In  previous  reports  it  has  been  pointed  out  that  there  appeared 
to  be  an  insufficient  number  of  beds  at  the  Bridgend  Hospital  for 
those  aged  persons  who  are  chronically  sick  and  in  need  of  hospital 
care.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  adaptation  of  the  Bryncethin 
Miners’  Hostel  was  completed  and  this  new  hospital,  known  as 
Maesgwyn,  with  a bed  capacity  of  66  became  available  for  such 
cases. 

There  are  three  Mental  Hospitals  in  your  area  and  these  are 
under  the  control  of  the  Morgannwg  Hospital  Management  Com- 
mittee.

Care  of  the  Aged. 

As  is  permitted  by  the  National  Assistance  Act.  1948  S^tion 
31,  the  product  of  a penny  rate  is  made  available  to  the  Old  Age 
Pensioners  Associations  within  your  area.  The  Associations  are 
informed  that  the  money  available  to  them  is  for  the  benefit  of  all 
old  people  within  the  area  of  the  Association  concerned. 
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National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

(a)  Section  50 — Burial  of  the  Dead. 

During  the  year  the  cost  of  burying  six  persons  was 
accepted  by  your  Council.  The  deaths  in  two  of  these 
cases  occurred  at  a local  hospital  and  the  burial,  on  your 
behalf,  was  carried  out  by  the  Management  Committee. 

The  total  amount  expended  under  this  section  of  the 
Act  was  £62  9s.  6d. 

(1))  Removal  to  suitable  premises  of  i)ersons  in  need  of  care  and 
attention. 

No  action  was  taken  by  the  Council  under  Section  47 
of  the  Act  during  the  year. 

Five  persons,  however,  were  found  to  be  in  need  of  care 
and  attention,  and  were  persuaded  to  voluntarily  enter 
Hospitals  or  Hostels. 

Tuberculosis. 

Facilities  for  the  diagnosis,  home  and  clinic  treatment  of 
Tuberculosis  are  obtained  through  Dr.  Hugh  Trail,  Chest  Physician. 
Old  Cottage  Hospital,  Bridgend  (Tel  No.:  Bridgend  345).  In  this 
work  he  is  assisted  by  an  assistant  Chest  Physician.  The  Chest 
Physicians  are  also  responsible  for  the  medical  treatment  of  the 
cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  at  the  Cefn  Hirgoed  Isolation 
Hospital. 

The  incidence  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  your  area  re- 
mains somewhat  stationary. 

This  is  similar  to  the  trend  nationally  where  the  incidence  of 
the  disease  continues  to  remain  high  although  the  death  rate  is 
rapidly  falling,  but  it  should  be  noted  that  cases  are  now  occurring 
far  more  frequently  in  the  higher  age  groups,  i.e.,  35  years  and  over. 
The  occurrence  of  Non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis  continues  to  re- 
main low  and  as  occurred  last  year,  the  deaths  from  Non- 
pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  nil. 

Non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis  is  usually  of  bovine  origin  ana 
was  very  commonly  caused  by  the  drinking  of  contaminated  milk. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  recent  milk  regulations,  and  particularly 
the  greater  use  of  pasteurised  milk  has  been  responsible  for  this 
repeated  fall. 

In  studying  the  figures,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  there 
are  three  Mental  Hospitals  with  2,340  patients  in  your  Area. 

In  Mental  Hospitals,  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  the 
patients  is  higher  than  in  the  general  population. 

Four  male  pulmonary  cases  were  notified  and  one  male  death 
occurred  in  these  hospitals. 
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In  recent  years  with  the  discovery  of  streptomycin,  great  pro- 
gress has  been  made  in  the  cure  of  this  disease.  In  order  to  obtain 
the  maximum  benefit  of  this  recent  discovery  it  is  important  that 
the  disease  be  diagnosed  in  its  early  stages.  In  the  field  of  pre- 
vention,  facilities  are  available  at  the  Chest  Clinic  for  ascertaining 
whether  a person  is  susceptible  to  tuberculosis  and  for  the  vaccina- 
tion of  those  that  are  susceptible.  The  use  of  the  Mass  Radio- 
graphy Unit  is  another  weapon  assisting  in  the  conquest  of  this 
disease. 


It  is  a pleasing  thought  that  within  our  lifetime,  there  is  a 
possibility  that  the  tuberculosis  problem  will  be  abolished. 

Modern  treatment  has  resulted  in  it  not  being  essential  for  the 
patient  to  be  removed  to  hospital,  and  even  when  admitted  the 
length  of  stay  has  been  greatly  reduced  since  the  advent  of  chemo- 
therapy. How  different  is  the  position  today  when  one  hears  talk 
of  empty  beds  compared  with  the  conditions  of  20  years  ago,  when 
nine  months  was  regarded  as  the  normal  waiting  time  for  admission 
to  a sanatorium.  Alternative  uses  have  already  been  found  for 
the  infectious  fever  hospitals — how  long  will  it  be  before  a similar 
fate  befalls  the  sanatoria. 


A word  of  caution,  however,  is  still  necessary.  The  patients 
suffering  from  tuberculosis  today  recovers  or  the  disease  becomes 
quiescent  and  he  returns  to  his  duty  as  a normal  citizen.  It  is 
essential,  however,  that  he  plays  his  part  in  conquering  the  problem 
of  tuberculosis  by  maintaining  his  personal  health  and  hygiene  at 
a very  high  level,  and  submitting  to  regular  X-ray  examinations.

SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 


1. — Water. 

The  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board,  established  in  1920,  and 
functioning  since  1st  January,  1921,  supplies  the  water  consumed 
in  your  district.  The  two  main  supplies  are  a soft  water  from  the 
Uplands  source,  and  a hard  water  from  the  Schwyll  source  at 
Merthyrmawr. 

The  Board’s  bye-laws  prohibit  the  use  of  lead  pipe,  and  in  one 
source  with  water  liable  to  plumbo-solvent  action,  soda  ash  treat- 
ment is  given.  This  latter  source  supplies  only  a few  properties  m 
the  Penybont  Rural  District. 

During  the  year  under  review  there  have  been  no  new  sources 
of  supply.

2. — Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  major  part  of  your  District  is  adequately  sewered.  Where 
there  is  an  absence  of  sewers  pail  closets  and  cesspools  are  in  use. 


Although  plans  have  been  completed  and  Ministerial  Inquiries 
held  no  work  has  yet  commenced  on  the  schemes  for  the  sewering 
mL  and  Coity.

For  several  years  the  renewal  of  this  Main  Sewer  has  been 
under  consideration,  and  a detailed  Scheme  has  now  been  DreoarS 
which  costs  m the  region  of  £400,000.  prepared 


During  the  summer  months,  as  in  previous  years,  frequent 
justifiable  complaints  of  the  sewage  pollution  of  the  sea  and  beach 
were  received  from  holiday  visitors  at  Ogmore-by-Sea. 

It  is  fortunate  that  due  to  the  nature  of  sea  water  there  is  very 
little  statistical  evidence  to  prove  that  the  pollution  of  sea  water  by 
sewage  has  been  responsible  for  serious  outbreaks  of  diseases  in 
persons  bathing  in  such  waters.  There  is,  however,  ample 
evidence  that  sewage  pollution  of  the  sea  can  and  does  spread 
typhoid  and  paratyphoid  fevers.  In  view  of  this  danger  and  as  it 
is  agreed  by  all  that  sewage  pollution  is  aesthetically  revolting,  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  the  work  necessary  on  the  Penybont  Main 
Sewer  will  commence  in  the  shortest  possible  time,  and  that  a 
sewage  purification  scheme  will  be  adopted. 

Not  only  must  the  problem  of  pollution  be  overcome,  but  the 
valuable  organic  matter  contained  in  sewage  should  be  recovered 
and  returned  to  the  soil.  Many  large  towns  have  established 
plants  for  the  recovery  of  this  organic  matter  which  is  sold  and 
produces  a substantial  revenue.

These  figures  do  not  include  the  Mental  Hospitals,  the  Small- 
pox Hospital  or  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Of  the  198  Council  houses  built  during  the  year  all  except 
8 were  connected  to  the  sewer.  The  8 connected  to  cesspools 
were  in  the  Wick  area.  Of  the  54  houses  built  by  other  Bodies 
or  Persons,  48  were  connected  to  sewers  and  6 discharge  to  cess- 
pools. 


4. — Public  Cleansing. 

The  Council  has  organised  the  collection  of  House  Refuse 
throughout  the  district  twice  weekly. 
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5.  — Cesspool  Cleansing. 

Four  free  cleansings  are  given  to  each  cesspool  per  annum 
throughout  the  Penybont  District,  where  necessary,  and  where 
further  cleansings  are  required,  a charge  is  made  which  varies  to 
the  size  of  the  cesspool.  The  Council  have  two  cesspool  cleansing 
vehicles. 

6.  — Night  Soil  Removal. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  contract  on  a small  scale  in  parts 
of  the  parishes  of  Pyle.  Llangynwyd  Lower  and  Laleston. 

7.  — Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

In  accordance  with  Article  27  (Section  18)  of  the  Sanitary 
Officers’  Order  (outside  London)  Regulations,  the  following  is  the

8.  — Shops. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  during  the  year  to  serve  notices 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  relating  to  ventilation, 
and  the  temperature  of  shops.  The  number  of  shops  inspected  was 
361. 

9.  — Camping  Sites. 

(1)  The  number  of  sites  in  the  area  which  were  used  for  camp- 

ing purposes  during  1956  was  8. 

(2)  The  number  of  camping  sites  in  respect  of  which  licences 

have  been  issued  by  the  Local  Authority,  under  Section

Besides  the  above-mentioned  sites,  the  Council  possess  a per- 
manent Camping  Site  in  Heronston  Lane,  which  is  utilised  to  assist 
the  inadequately  housed,  and  those  employed  on  special  work  in- 
volving a short  stay  at  nearby  industrial  undertakings. 

The  Camp  was  first  used  by  the  Council  in  September,  1950. 
and  there  is  sufficient  space  for  the  siting  of  30  Caravan/Trailers. 

It  is  under  the  care  of  a resident  Warden  and  controlled  by  the 
Housing  Manager  of  your  Council. 

Applications  to  site  a caravan  or  trailer  at  this  Camp  must  be 
made  through  the  Council.  The  site  possesses  a good  water  supply, 
satisfactory  water-carriage  sewerage  system,  and  is  well  illuminated 
by  electricity. 

Conditions  for  the  Camp  have  been  drawn  up  which  regulate 
the  type  of  caravan/trailer  permitted. 

The  ground  rent  for  each  caravan/trailer  is  8/-  per  week. 

10.  — Atmospheric  Pollution. 

Although  atmospheric  pollution  is  not  an  acute  problem  with- 
in your  area,  one  feels  that  mention  should  be  made  of  the  awaken- 
ing of  the  public  conscience  to  this  danger. 

In  recent  decades  the  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  by  the  fumes 
of  the  internal  combustion  engine  has  increased  enormously  and 
that,  added  to  the  pollution  that  arises  from  Industry,  has  resulted 
in  much  foreign  matter  entering  the  lungs  of  humans.  As  all 
humans  have  to  breath,  the  hazard  is  obvious.

The  removal  of  this  danger  will  require  strong  and  determined 
action,  but  it  should  be  remembered  that  this  problem  is  no  greater 
than  that  which  our  forefathers  faced  a hundred  years  ago  when 
lack  of  sewerage  systems  and  the  pollution  of  water  supplies  caused 
so  many  epidemics. 

During  the  year  an  atmospheric  deposit  gauge  was  sited  at  the 
Old  Coytrahen  Colliery  Site.  Brynmenyn.  At  monthly  intervals 
for  SIX  months  the  matter  collected  in  the.  atmospheric  deposit 
gauge  was  sent  for  analysis.

These  figures  can  only  give  a rough  guide  as  many  factors 
such  as  weather,  wind,  etc.,  influence  the  rate  of  deposit,  but  it 
does  give  an  indication  as  to  whether  heavy  pollution  is  taking 
place.

An  examination  of  these  figures  show  that  the  atmospheric 
pollution  at  Brynmenyn  is  not  above  what  one  would  expect  in  that 
or  similar  areas. 


11. — Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs.

As  in  previous  years  the  premises  of  all  the  applicants  allocated 
Council  houses  or  transferring  Council  houses  were  examined  by 
the  Public  Health  Inspectors  for  cleanliness.  Also  all  vacant 
Council  houses  were  inspected  for  clearance  certificates  after  being 
repaired. 
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12. — Rodent  Control. 

The  cost  of  this  service,  to  the  Council,  is  subject  to  50%  grant 
from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

A full-time  rodent  operator  is  employed  by  the  Council  for  the 
destruction  of  rats  throughout  the  district.  All  the  complaints  from 
private  and  business  premises  were  attended  to,  the  treatment  being 
carried  out  free  of  charge  in  private  premises  but  the  cost  of  treat- 
ment at  business  and  commercial  premises  was  recovered.

As  directed  by  the  Divisional  Office  of  the  Ministry  of  Agricul- 
ture and  Fisheries,  during  the  year  two  maintenance  treatments  in 
sewers  were  carried  out  in  your  district. 

In  connection  with  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act, 
1949,  Mr.  Williams,  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  reports 
that  three  major  infestations  by  rats  were  dealt  with  during  the 
year.  These  occurred  at  the  Council’s  refuse  tips  at  Bryncethin, 
Pencoed  and  Kenfig  Hill. 

Two  block  controlled  schemes  were  also  carried  out  for  the 
destruction  of  rats.  The  two  areas  involved  were  the  Railway 
Works  at  Tondu  and  the  R.E.M.E.  Camp,  near  Bridgend.  The 
first  scheme  was  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority  and  the  British 
Railways,  and  the  second  by  the  Local  Authority  and  the  R.E.M.E. 
Camp  staff. 

The  Council’s  full  time  Rodent  Operator,  who  is  solely  en- 
gaged on  surface  treatments,  was  off  duty  on  account  of  ill-health 
from  the  30th  September,  1956  and  during  that  period,  the 
Council’s  Health  Inspectors  carried  out  the  treatments  for  the 
destruction  of  rats  throughout  the  district. 

The  sewer  treatments  are  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  the 
Surveyor’s  Department. 
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Outwork. — During  th^  year  no  outworkers  were  notified  as  residing  in  this  district.

Allocation  of  Council  Houses. 

As  in  previous  years,  all  medical  certificates  submitted  by 
applicants  in  support  of  their  application  for  a Council  house  were 
examined  by  me  and  where  a certificate  indicated  a severe  medical 
condition,  the  home  was  visited. 


Hundreds  of  medical  certificates  were  received  supporting 
applications  for  Council  houses,  few,  however,  were  regarded  as 
sufficiently  urgent  to  warrant  my  requesting  the  Committee  to  grant 
urgent  medical  priority  for  immediate  housing. 


Twenty-nine  applicants  were  re-housed  on  medical  grounds, 
and  many  transfers  affected  on  account  of  special  medical  need. 


As  reported  previously,  many  of  the  requests  for  transfers  were 
from  non-parlour  type  houses  to  a parlour  type.  Experience  indi- 
cates that  living  in  a non-parlour  type  house  does  produce  many 
domestic  irritations  especially  when  one  of  the  family  is  studying 
for  an  examination,  taking  music  lessons  or  suffering  from  nervous 
strain  or  ill-health. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  House 
Letting  Committee  and  the  Housing  Manager  for  their  co-opera- 
tion and  understanding  of  all  the  medical  cases  submitted.  I 
should  also  like  to  say  how  grateful  I am  to  all  those  who  have  wel- 
comed me  into  their  homes  when  1 have  been  investigating  their 
request  for  medical  priority.  Particularly  would  1 thank  the  Old 
Age  Pensioners  for  the  pleasant  and  indeed  inspiring  interviews  1 
have  had  with  them.

In  addition,  10  samples  of  ungraded  milk  and  2 samples  of 
tuberculin  tested  milk  were  examined  for  the  presence  of  tubercle 
bacilli  and  for  the  presence  *of  brucella  abortus.  One  of  the 
samples  gave  a positive  result  to  tuberculosis  but  as  the  supply  was 
already  being  sent  to  a large  Creamery  for  pasteurisation,  the 
danger  of  transmitting  the  organisms  to  human  beings  had  been 
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The  Divisional  Veterinary  Otlicer  was  informed  of  this  result 
and  the  herd  examined.  As  a result  of  his  examinations,  one  cow 
was  found  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis  and  under  the  Tuber- 
culous Order  of  1938.  the  cow  was  slaughtered. 

Another  sample  gave  a positive  result  to  brucella  abortus  to  a 
litre  of  1/500.  As  milk  from  this  herd  was  sold  in  bulk  for 
pasteurisation  no  action  was  necessary,  except  to  warn  the  farmer 
that  raw  milk  from  his  herd  should  not  be  drunk  unless  it  had  first 
been  subjected  to  heat  treatment.  Again  the  facts  in  this  case 
were  reported  to  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Olficer. 


Incidents  such  as  are  reported  above,  are  a reminder  that  the 
only  safe  milk  is  pasteurised  milk,  and  although  tuberculin  tested 
milk  is  clean  milk,  it  frequently  carries  disease  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  time  will  shortly  be  reached  when  there  will  be  only  one 
type  of  milk  sold,  namely,  pasteurised/tuberculin  tested  milk. 
When  that  time  arrives  there  is  no  reason  why  the  country  should 
not  have  a milk  supply  that  is  both  safe  and  clean. 


Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Specified  Areas)  No.  2 
Order,  only  Tuberculin  Tested,  Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk 
can  be  retailed  within  your  district.

FOOD  POISONING. 

No  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year 
Often  one  feels  that  the  term  “Food  Poisoning”  is  an  unnecessary 
exaggeration  of  the  signs  and  symptoms  that  arise  from  consuming 
certain  foods  that  have  become  infected. 

Possibly  it  would  assist  the  public  and  be  a truer  description 
of  the  condition  if  the  term  “Food  Infection”  was  used  to  replace 
such  a sinister  term  as  “Food  Poisoning.” 


FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS,  1955. 

Regulations  pme  into  operation  on  the  1st  January, 
1956  but  certain  provisions  contained  therein  were  deferred  until' 
the  1st  July,  1956.  These  Regulations  were  welcome  by  the 
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H^ealth  Departmeni.  as  they  lay  down  the  requirements  in  respect 

(1)  The  cleanliness  of  food  premises  and  stalls,  etc.,  and  of 
apparatus  and  equipment. 

(2)  The  hygienic  handling  of  food. 

(3)  The  cleanliness  of  persons  engaged  in  the  handling  of  food 
and  all  their  equipment,  and  the  action  to  be  taken  where 
they  suffer  from  or  are  carriers  of  certain  infections. 

(4)  The  construction  of  food  premises,  the  repair  and  main- 
tenance of  food  premises,  stalls,  vehicles,  etc.,  and  the 
facilities  to  be  provided. 

(5)  The  temperature  at  which  certain  foods  that  are  parti- 
cularly liable  to  transmit  disease  are  to  be  kept  in  food 
premises. 

Although  Regulations  assist  in  this  matter,  the  problem  of 
food  hygiene  remains  the  personal  responsibility  of  each  individual 
connected  with  the  handling  of  food.  They  of  all  persons  must 
spontaneously  recognise  that  the  personal  code  of  conduct  advised 
is  their  natural  duty  to  the  public. 

Mr.  Williams,  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  reports  that 
a great  improvement  in  the  handling  and  distribution  of  food  has 
been  brought  about  since  the  regulations  came  into  force,  and 
many  improvements  to  shop  premises  have  been  effected. 

In  the  course  of  their  duties,  your  Inspectors  have  advised 
occupiers  of  food  premises  and  food  handlers  of  what  is  expected 
of  them  under  the  new  regulations,  and  posters  and  leaflets  handed 
to  the  occupiers  of  food  premises  of  abstracts  from  the  regulations, 
ll  was  found  that  many  of  these  requirements,  such  as  the  provision 
of  wash-hand  basins,  hot  and  cold  water,  etc.,  in  food  premises, 
were  already  provided  or  were  being  installed  in  the  premises. 

During  the  year.  Informal  Notices,  in  certain  cases,  were 
served  and  complied  with. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

There  is  no  public  slaughterhouse  within  your  area  and  onl> 
one  licensed  private  slaughterhouse.  The  latter  is  small  and  is 
only  used  by  the  Owner  for  his  own  business.

The  improvements  made  included  the  provision  of  a new 
slaughterhouse,  new  lairages  for  cattle  and  horses,  a separate 
room  for  clothes  with  wash-up  provided  with  hot  and  cold  water. 
A new  manure  pit  has  also  been  constructed  in  concrete  with 
proper  drainage,  and  a large  area  of  the  yard  outside  the  premises 
concreted. 

The  premises  are  ideally  situated  some  distance  away  from 
occupied  dwellings  and  the  business  is  conducted  in  a satisfactory 
manner. 
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NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 


The  table  of  notifiable  diseases  submitted  indicates  that  the 
year  passed  without  any  serious  outbreaks.  Today,  most  of  the 
notifiable  diseases  cause  little  anxiety,  but  I feel  I must  again  issue 
a gentle  reminder  by  stating  “please,  please,  have  the  children  im- 
munised against  Diphtheria.”  Due  to  greater  knowledge  and  the 
effects  of  the  antibiotics  our  views  on  the  notifiable  diseases  have 
changed  during  the  past  decade,  and  this  has  resulted  in  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  relaxing  many  of  the  previous  restrictions  that 
were  placed  on  contacts  of  infectious  diseases. 

The  receipt  of  a Joint  Memorandum  from  the  Ministries  of 
Education  and  Health  on  the  Closure  of  Schools  and  the  Exclusion 
from  Schools  on  account  of  infectious  illnesses  gave  ministerial 
support  to  many  of  our  previous  actions.

During  the  year  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  (Change  of  Designa- 
tion Act)  came  into  force,  these  Officers  being  in  future  designated 
Public  Health  inspectors.
